The ceremonies in the Gould Memorial Library Auditorium 
will stress the cooperation of France with the American Revolution- 
ary Forces and will include the dedication of a replica of the 
Houdon bust of LaFayette to be placed in a niche in the Gould Memo- 
rial Library. The bust will face the Colonnade of the Hall of Fame. 

Count René de Chambrun, a direct descendant of the 
Marquis de LaFayette, and a delegation from France which will arrive 
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fuesiay, Pebruary (16. ion the 8.8 like ae France will take part in the 
celepration. 

During the ceremonies, which will be broaicast from. p.m 
to 4315 pam. by the National Broadcasting Company through WEAF over 
an international hookup, the dirigible Los Angeles will encircle 
the University campus in tribute to Washington and LaFayette. 

Chancellor Brown will preside at the ceremonies, 

Dr. Johnson will read his poem, "The Sword of LaFayette" 
and Dr. Edwin Markham will read a poem especially written by him 
for the Washington Bicentennial.
